M oisture de­ 
ficiencies range from 30 inches in 
the south to around the one foot 
m ark in the north. 
The farm ers took one blow after 
another.

survive. 
Their big question now is: 
“ W here do we go from here?” 
Only M olber N ature can answ er 
that one and she isn’t inclined to 
give aw ay any secrets. 
Another disdainful shrug of her 
shoulders would leave the state in 
a critical shape.

through in 1953 just couldn’t m ake 
it another yea r,” said R ay Culver, 
associate county ex tension agent 
of Vernon County. 
The state, particularly the south­ 
ern half, is going from bad to 
worse. 
B utler County, in the southeast, 
is facing the new year with a 
shortage of 30 inches of m oisture 
for a two year period.* The sub­ 
soil m oisture is virtually gone and 
the topsoil content is very low. 
Willis D avis, B utler County ex ­ 
tension 
agent, put the situation 
this way: 
“ A ctually if w'« were to skim 
off 12 inches from county farm 
lands the m oisture would all be 
winds could achieve the sam e re­ 
sult.”

A 
m illion gallons a m onth are being 
distributed at the Macon w ater 
plant. At Boonvdle 55,000 gallons 
a week are being taken by farm ­ 
ers, som e coming from 
as far 
aw ay as 25 m iles. St. Louis is ex - 
periehcing the driest new vear on 
record since 1871.

Justice Depa rtment Cra cks 


Do wn On Pa n-America n Airwa y s

WASHINGTON—The Eisenhower administra­ 
tion aimost scared the shirt off b ig b usiness 
the other day. 
It did so when the Justice Department showed 
its teeth on anti-trust prosecutions in a more 
glowering manner than Thurman Arnold and 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. What it did was b ring 
suit against Pan American Airways, long con­ 
sidered the sacred cow of b oth Repub licans and 
Democrats. 
A few weeks ago Sam Pryor, vice president 
of Pan American in charge of Washington 
lob b ying, spoke with 
confidence 
ab out the 
Eisenhower administration. 
“Things have changed in Washington,” ne said 
happily. “We don’t have to take all that guff we 
used to take. And we’re not going to tolerate it.” 
Sam had reason to b e happy and confident. 
In the first place, he was long a memb er of the 
Repub lican National Committee from Connecti­ 
cut, a top manager of Wendell Willkie, and a 
generous money-raiser for the Repub licans. So 
even though his friend and wire-puller for Pan 
American. Sen. Owen Brewster of Maine, had 
b een defeated, Sam had every reason to ex pect 
well of the Eisenhowerites. 
He knew that, b ack in the Hoover admini­ 
stration, Pan American had b een ab le to get 
Postmaster General Brown to send an amazing 
and unprecedented instruction to the State De­ 
partment asking that “all practical assistance b e 
given to the Pan American-Grace Airways in 
preference to any other American company.” 
This was in violation of the age-old ruling that 
the U.S. government does not favor any one 
company ab road at the ex pense of another. 
FDR Loved Pan Am 
Even under Democratic administrations. Pan 
American continued to get just as many favors. 
Ed Stettinius, b rother-in-law of Juan Trippe, 
Pan American president, was long in the Roose­ 
velt administration and for a time a memb er of 
the cab inet. FDR liked b oth Ed and Juan Trippe 
and he also liked Pan Am. The latter got the 
heaviest mail sub sidies—and still does. 
And, 
when trust-b usting Thurman Arnold, assistant 
attorney general, 
proposed 
prosecuting Pan 
American for violation of the Sherman Anti- 
Trust Act, he was stopped dead in his tracks. 
“If you insist on this,” warned Attorney Gen­ 
eral Rob ert Jackson, “you’ll have to resign.” 
Arnold b acked away for a time, b ut still made 
noises ab out going after Pan American. Shortly 
thereafter and much i:o his own surprise, he was 
ab ruptly promoted to the U.S. Court of Appeals. 
Imagine the surprise of the aviation world, 
therefore, and particularly Sam Pryor, when the 
Eisenhower administration this week slapped 
the same anti-trust suit on Pan American that 
Roosevelt had vetoed. Pan Am wdth the Grace 
Steamship Lines and their sub sidiary, Panagra, 
were charged with monopolizing air transporta­ 
tion b etween the United States and Latin 
America. 
Ironically, the suit came shortly after Rob ert 
C. Hill, vice president of Grace, was rewarded 
b y the Eisenhower administration b y b èing made 
U.S. amb assador to Costa Rica. 
Note — Latest wisecrack among Washington 
lawyers: “How soon will Assistant Attorney Gen­ 
eral Stanley Barnes b e promoted to the Supreme 
Court?” (In addition to Arnold’s promotion to 
the Court of Appeals w’hen he tried to sue Pan 
Am, Harlan F. Stone, then Attorney General, 
was appointed to the Supreme Court b y Calvin 
Coolidge when he insisted on prosecuting Andy 
Mellon’s Aluminum Corporation of America. 
Mellon was then Secretary of the Treasury and 
a cab inet colleague of Stone’s.) 
150,000 Auto Thefts 
Senate investigators are calling upon the auto­ 
mob ile industry to supply the answer to the na­ 
tion’s most common juvenile crime—auto thefts. 
The 
Hendrickson 
committee, 
investigating 
juvenile delinquency, has found that nearly 
150,000 autos are stolen each year, mostly b y 
teen-age kids. If cars could b e made tamper­ 
proof, it would help curb this flagrant contrib u­ 
tion to delinquency. 
As a result, the committee will invite industry 
spokesmen'^ to ex plain what is b eing done to 
protect automob iles from juvenile “hot wire” 
specialists. This is the dame given to auto thieves 
who pick the ignition lock, cross certain wires 
and start the car without a key. 
Committee 
investigators 
have 
found 
that 
thieves usually b reak into a car b y forcing the 
side window-vent or picking the outside lock. 
What is needed, they say, is a side window that 
can’t me smashed or forced, an outside lock that 
can’t b e picked and an inside lock on th# ignition. 
Churchill Irked 
Prime Minister Churchill has sent a diplo­ 
matic though pointed warning to President 
Eisenhower that Britain wants to b e kept fully 
informed during the secret Russian-American 
talks on atomic energy. 
Churchill has sent a special message to the 
White House pointing out that Britain, as an 
atomic power and ally of the United States, 
must b e consulted every step of the way.. 
He did not say so, b ut Churchill is reported 
to b e b urned up b ecause Britain has b een frozen 
out of the first stage of the talk. The old British 
war horse b elieves Eisenhower and Dulles are 
doing ex actly what they urged him not to do­ 
na mely, talk to the Russians in secret. 
Eisenhower has now promised the British em­ 
b assy that they will get a day-b y-day fill-in on 
the talks b ut, even so, Churchill is still fuming. 
Korean Iron Curtain 
The Chinese are b uilding an underground 
Maginot Line of steel and concrete across the 
38th parallel in Korea, which doesn’t look good 
for the unification of that country. Chinese farm ­ 
ers are also pouring into North Korea and set­ 
tin g there permanently. 
This has convinced U.S ob servers that the 
Pens do not intend to renew the Korean war, 
b ut at the same time will never agree to uni­ 
fication. 
U.S. policy will b e to accept the stalemate, b ut 
the b ig prob lem will b e to stop Syngman Rhee 
from renewing the war on his own. If we can 
hold Rhee b ack, the 38th parallel will b ecome a 
permanent Iron Curtain frontier b etween the 
free w^orld on the south and Communism on the 
north.

To Pro be It« Inefficiency

A freshman Repub lican from New Jersey, Rep. 
Peter Frelinghuysen, wants to create a joint 
committee to study Congress. 
No doub t this proposal will b e regarded as a 
b old piece of effrontery b y his veteran col­ 
leagues on the Hill, and the chances of it getting 
anjw here are prob ab ly slim. Nevertheless, Fre- 
linghausen is on the right track. 
Congress did approve a major reorganization 
for itself in 1946, eliminating many outmoded 
committee arrangements and otherwise introduc­ 
ing a streamlined facade. But there is still vast 
room for improvement. 
It is not too harsh to say that Congress is one 
of the most inefficient organizations in the 
United States. 


The lawmakers are always very eager to in­ 
vestigate things. 
They search out sub version, 
corruption—and inefficiency—in many segments 
of American life. 
And they would surely b e 
appalled if they found in some other organiza­ 
tion the inefficiency that marks their owm 
operations. 
Frelinghuysen pin-points some of these weak 
spots. Congress wastes countless hours on minor 
matters w’hich important b ills are delayed or 
shelved. A more ex pedition v;ay of handling 
secondary legislation is needed. 
Congress fritters away the time of top ad­ 
ministration ex ecutives b y requiring them to re­ 
peat testimony again and again b efore duplicat­ 
ing and overlapping committees. 
A case once 
presented should not have to b e argued afresh 
the following w^eek or month. 
The present system of roll calls, quorum calls, 
etc., creaks with age. There is perhaps no greater 
thief of congressional time. All ever the country, 
state legislatures use more modem methods of 
voting than does Congress. 
Despite some improvements, Congress still is 
poorly equipped to deal with the nation’s b udget. 
Seldom can it vote intelligently on appropria­ 
tions. 
It needs a b igger staff to study b udget 
affairs. 


The House keeps a pretty good rein on deb ate, 
b ut in the Senate virtually anything goes. There 
ought to b e some means of curb ing senators 
w^ho insist that the w'orld is panting to hear their 
eight and twelve-hour dissertations on every­ 
thing from Communism on girls‘ hockey teams 
to the raising of tropical fish in Russia. 
Senators seem to feel they must talk endlessly 
and pointlessly to earn each year the Senate’s 
right to the title, “greatest delib erative ’oody in 
the world.” If any other outfit talked that much, 
they’d call it a deb ating society. 
If only enough Frelinghuysens will only speak 
up, then the lawmakers will b e moved to look 
at themselves as critically as they now look at 
everyb ody else.

Adjustment Ena ble« Victim 


To Liv e With Ang ina Pecto ris 


By Edwin P. Jordan, M.D. 


Angina pectoris means literally pain in the 
chest. It is usually caused b y a diseased condi­ 
tion of the arteries which supply b lood to the 
heart muscle. These b lood vessels are called the 
coronary arteries. The pain develops when not 
enough b lood is passing through them to supply 
the needs of the heart muscle. 
The hardened coronaries do allow some b lood 
to pass through. Consequently the pain usually 
does not develop when the victim is resting or 
ex ercising only slightly; it comes on when the 
heart muscle is working harder and needs 
greater quantities of b lood. 
A person who has angina pectoris has to 
learn how much ex ercise he or she can lake 
without producing symptoms. In addition to the 
pain, these often include a feeling of anx iety, 
sweating, shortness of b reath and sometimes 
other signs. 
It was formerly though that a person wuth 
angina pectoris could not live very long and 
could not avoid suffering great discomfort. But 
according to recent studies, the average life ex ­ 
pectancy after the first sign of angina is eight 
to ten years, and some live more than 25 years. 
Ex ercise Needs Adjusting 
In addition to the improved outlook which has 
b een uncovered, methods of improved manage­ 
ment are b eing developed constantly in w^hich 
the amount and kind of ex ercise is more closely 
adapted to the patient. 
Until research workers have discovered a 
means of preventing hardening of the arteries, 
angina pectoris will continue to occur. It is well 
to realize, how^ever, that while this is a serious 
condition it does not mean the end of all good 
things. Sensib le adjustment to the new circum­ 
stances Is necessary. This can b e eccomplished 
with great success.

W« 8 Nicodemiis a Coward?

The 
third 
chapter 
of 
John’s! 
Gospel is notable for 
its 
great! 
tex t, "God so loved the world.” ) 
But this, as one wil] see bv a 
careful reading, is a part of what 
Jesus said 
to 
Nicodemus 
when 
the "ruler of the Jew s” came to 
Jesus, inquiring by night. 
[ 
The fact that Nicodemus came! 
¡under the cover of darkness has 
been held against him. Some have 
thought him cowardly because he 
did not come cpenly and by day ^ 
The emphasis 
that 
Jesus 
put 
in the conversation upon the con­ 
trast between light and darkness; 
<John 3:19 -21» might 
lend 
SHfnei 
color to this view, especially if one! 
saw in it any implied suggestion 
that Nicodemus was of the dark-: 
ness rather than of the light. 
Such a view, however, does not' 
seem to me justified by the facts. 
On the contrary , his open defense 
of Jesu.s when assailed 
by 
his 
fellow Pharisaic rulers (John 7:.50- 
52), and his assisting at the burial 
of Jesus (John 19 :39 ), would in­ 
dicate the 
earnestness 
and 
sin­ 
cerity of Nicodemus’ inquiry and; 
a vital change in his life that the 
night visit to Jesus had made. 
Why . then, did .Nicodemus come 
by night? Because he was as y et 
an inquirer, not fully convinced andj 
not quite ready to commit him self.; 
In a 
sense 
he 
showed great 
courage in coming to Jesus, and 
possibly even more in coming bv: 
night. 
If his corning in that way had 
become known to the rulers hos­ 
tile to Jesus, 
its seeming impli-i 
cations would 
have 
been 
more| 
serious than if he had come by j 
day . 
‘ i 
It 
was 
not 
the 
tim e of his 
coming, but the quality 
of 
his 
purpose, that 
counted 
in 
Nico­ 
demus. He seems to have been 
in every way 
sincere. 
He 
was 
also officially - minded, groping 
apparently for something better 
tlian he had or knew, but hemmed 
in by 
official 
and 
conventional 
Pharisaism . 
If Jesus criticized him for his 
lack of knowledge as a ‘‘m aster 
of Israel,” he honored 
the 
sin­ 
cerity of his inquiry by a clear 
statem ent of the Gospel. 
Whether or not Nicocemus ac­ 
cepted it all, there can be no 
doubt that he left that visit by 
night with a great deal to think 
about and with a great deal of 
light where there had been dark­ 
ness. 
Since that original night - time 
visitor, there 
have 
been 
many 
Nicodemuses, sincere men bound 
by religious association and cir­ 
cumstance, conventional and con­ 
forming, but with a sense of some­ 
thing richer than they had found, 
and groping toward new truth and 
freedom. 
It is an ex perience when such 
men m eet the Christ, 
and are 
led to say , ”We 
never 
saw 
it 
after this fashion” (Mark 2:12), 
Revolutions of enlightment and 
grace have often brought not only 
progress in individual lives, but 
also leadership, vitality and prog-^

religious faith and life.

Only a Dozen 
Complaints On 
Vews Security 


WASHINGTON MB - The man 
named to handle them say s he has 
receiv ed “ around a dozen“ com­ 
plaints about news being bottled 
up since President Eisenhower’s 
new 
security 
information 
order 
went into effect a month ag o to­ 
day . 
Some of the complaints deal with 
matters that don’t seem to come 
within jurisdiction of the order at 
all, while some of the others may 
—there hasn’t been time to de­ 
cide,” said Bernard M. Shanley , 
Eisenhower’s special counsel. 
He added in an interv iew that 
about half the protests filed so far 
deal with newsmen’s unsuccessful 
efforts to hav e the administration 
make public a breakdown of rea­ 
sons why 2,200 workers hav e been 
separated from federal jobs as se­ 
curity risks since Eisenhower took 
office. 
The President has said his in­ 
formation order was desig ned to 
assure the public a freer flow of 
news about the g ov ernment with­ 
out jeopardizing national security . 
He desig nated Shanley to receiv e 
complaints from newspapers and 
other news media about operation 
of the order. 
Shanley 
said 
he 
is 
doubtful 
whether he has any jurisdiction 
with respect to complaints that no 
breakdown has been g iv en on rea­ 
sons for the 2,200 separations from 
federal jobs. 
“ But 
I’m 
not g oing 
to 
split 
hairs on that,” he said. “ If there 
is any thing T can do to help the 
press on that matter, I’m willing 
to try .” 
The “ big trouble,” he added, is 
that it is “ almost impossible to 
prov ide a breakdown by specific 
reasons as to why we decided the 
2,200 
were 
security 
risks 
and 
shouldn’t 
work for 
the 
g ov ern­ 
ment.” 
Citing an indiv idual case, he said 
he had an FBI report on one fed­ 
eral worker as a user of nar­ 
cotics, a companion of known Com­ 
munists and “ a crook.” 
“ On all counts he is a security 
risk, but what categ ory would y ou 
put him in if y ou were making 
any breakdown of reasons for sep­ 
aration? ” 
Eisenhower himself indicated at 
his news conference Wednesday 
the Civ il Serv ice Commission has 
not had time to classify the secur­ 
ity risks more specifically . He said 
some of the 2 , ^ probably re­ 
sig ned without knowing they wcyre 
under inv estig ation. 
Shanley said that so far he has 
flatly rejected only one protest 
ag ainst the new information order, 
and that he probably will throw 
out another. 
The one rejection, he .said, was 
the case of a newspaper protesting 
it was refused information on the 
amount of a former Cong ressman’s 
pension. 
“ In the first place, I don’t be­ 
liev e the matter comes under the 
order,” Shanley said. “ In the sec­ 
ond 
place, 
the 
formula 
under 
which such pensions are computed 
is public information. And thirdly , 
I think indiv iduals are entitled to 
keep such information priv ate if 
they want to. It’s sort of like the 
priv acy cov ering a person’s in­ 
come tax returns.” 
The complaint likely to be re­ 
jected, Shanley said, is one from 
another newspaper that its report­ 
er (and all others) were barred 
from a meeting the Small Busi­ 
ness, Administration conducted. He 
said he feels the Eisenhower order 
was not intended to deal with mat­ 
ters of that kind.

Warren Declares

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India Decides On 
Her Own to Release 
2 3 ,0 0 0 POWs 3 Dav s 
Ahead of Schedule 


PANMUNJOM, Friday, Jan. 15 
(Æ>)—India decided yesterday on its 
own to start turning back nearly 
23,000 disputed prisoners to their 
captors Jan. 20—three days ahead 
of the deadline— and said if either 
side freed them it would v iolate 
the armistice. 
In Washington, the U. S. Army 
chief of staff, Gen. Matthew B. 
Ridgway, told a Senate com mittee 
“ I would think that serious conse­ 
quences could flow from such an 
action on the 
part 
of 
custodial 
forces of India—a premature re­ 
lease.” Ridgway said “ I’d be con­ 
cerned by the Communist reaction 
to such a release.” 
In Korea, the U. N. Command 
prepared 
to 
take 
back 
22.500 
Chinese and North Koreans from 
the anti-Red camp but went ahead 
with plans to set them free as 
civ ilians at 12:01 a.m. Jan. 23. 
India’s decision, 
announced 
in 
letters to the Communist and U. N. 
Commands by Lt. Gen. K. S. Tni- 
mayya, India’s chairman 
of 
the 
Neutral Nations Repatriation Com- 
cission, said: 
“ Any unilateral action by any 
party concerned on the prisoners’ 
status w ill not be in conformity 
with the armistice terms of re­ 
ference.” 
Thim ayya’s announcement drew 
quick fire from the Swedish and 
Swiss members of the commission 
although both were agreeable to 
turning 
ov er 
the 
prisoners 
on 
Jan. 20. 
The Sw iss said in a statement 
the commission “ has no right to 
declare 
the 
restitution 
of 
the 
FOWs dependent on the condition 
that no alteration in their status 
be made . . . the commission has 
nev er taken such a decison.” 
The Swedish statem ent objected 
that Thim ayya’s letters “ gav e the 
impression of being the unanimous 
v iew of the NNRC whereas in al­ 
most all cases they represented, 
in fact, the opinion of the chair­ 
man only, or of a majority of the 
commission.” 
The other members. Communist 
Poland and Czechosolv akia, did 
not make any public comment. 
India acted after the Rer and 
U. N. Commands held firm ly to 
conflicting

open the possibility the prisoners 
in the anti-Red camp might break 
out on Jan. 23 if not released. 
In W ashington, U. S, officials 
indicated they would hav e pre­ 
ferred that India retain custody 
until midnight Jan. 22 but that

To ‘Reaffirm Our 
Faith’ in Benson 


CHICAGO, 
Jan. 
14— !j p>—The 
National Council of Farmer Co­ 
operativ es representing 2,600,000 
farm fam ilies, declined today to 
“ reaffirm our faith” in Secretary 
of Agriculture Benson. 
For years Benson was a member 
of the council and for fiv e years 
he serv ed as its executiv e sec­ 
retary. 
The resolution was offered to 
the delegates in executiv e session. 
It would hav e put the council on 
record as “ reaffirming our faith 
in the courage, integrity and abili­ 
ty of our good friend^ Ezra Taft 
Benson.” 
Frank Hussey, of Presque Isle, 
Me., took the floor to oppose it. 
He said it should be defeated be­ 
cause nev er in the 25 years of 
the council’s existence has it en­ 
dorsed a secretary of agriculture. 
An 
authoritativ e 
source, who 
told newsmen of the Benson ac­ 
tion, also disclo.sed that a resolu­ 
tion asking the council to v ote 
approv al of the flexible price sup­ 
ports proposed in President Eisen­ 
hower’s new farm program, was 
withdrawn after a debate. 
The council went on record as 
fav oring 
a 
farm 
program 
that 
would be gradually adjusted to 
meet changing supply and demand 
conditions. 
“ Such adaptation may not b e , 
possible of full achiev em ent im-1 
m ediately following conditions of 
ov erproduction,” a resolution ad­ 
opted by the council said, “ Sharp 
readjustments under such circum­ 
stances 
might 
cause widespread 
distress whereas a gradual and 
more realistic approach might re­ 
sult in more real progress tow^ard 
the final goal.”

Nation-Wide Hunt 
For Otto A. Loel; 
Accused Killing Wife 


OKLAHOMA CITY, Jan. 14— 
—A murder charge was filed here 
today setting off a nation-wide 
hunt for Otto A. Loel, 47, Syra­ 
cuse, N. Y., accused of the brutal 
torture-murder of 31-year-old Eli­ 
zabeth Jenne Henderson, his pretty 
companion 
on 
a 
cross-country 
motor trip from California. 
The scantily-clad body of the 
Compton, Calif., wife and mother 
w^as found mutilated in a motel 
here yesterday. 
Officers termed her death the 
handiwork of a “ maniac” and re­ 
v ealed today she probably was tor­ 
tured ov er a sev eral-day period 
before she finally was stabbed 
repeatedly and beaten to death. 
Loel also was charged with flight 
from Oklahoma to av oid arrest, 
a federal charge which brought 
FBI agents into the case. Warrants 
for his arrest were issued. Local, 
state and federal officers broad­ 
cast a general pickup order for the 
man. 
Loel and Mrs. Henderson were 
making the motor tour on a share- 
the-cost arrangement. 
She intended to v isit her mother, 
Mrs. Helen Cole, at Newark, Ohio, 
leav ing on the trip with the bless­ 
ing of her husband, Cameron H en­ 
derson, a Compton upholsterer. 
Loel was reportedly enroute to 
Syracuse to v isit his estranged 
wife. But police said he now may 
hav e headed back to California or 
Oregon, 
Officers said the couple left Cal­ 
ifornia a week ago. Mrs. Hender­ 
son telephoned her husband from 
Oklahoma City about 4 a, m. Sun­ 
day and reported Loel had lost his 
pocketbook and money to a pick­ 
pocket. She asked Henderson to 
wire her some money. The hus­ 
band sent $35. 
Loel recently had applied for 
em ployment as a moulder at a 
Compton foundry and reportedly 
had worked prev iously at a Long 
Beach nav al installation but police 
there could not v erify this. 
Syracuse, N. Y., police said they 
had receiv ed no word yet on the 
case and had no record of an Otto 
Loel. The name was not listed in 
city or telephone directories there. 
Loel was the last person seen 
with the v ictim. He rented a motel 
cabin for them early Sunday and 
that night paid motel owner C. H. 
Bowersox rental on the room un­ 
til Tuesday. 
The man di.sappeared after tell­ 
ing Bowersox “ we don’t want to 
be bothered by any maids or any­ 
body else until it’s time to check 
out.” 
Bow'ersox found Mrs. Hender­ 
son’s body Wednesday noon under 
the bed, her head on a blood- 
soaked pillow'.

today an autopsy rev ealed death 
occurred Sunday afternoon or ev e­ 
ning and was caused by a stab 
wound near the heart. Thera were 
eight stab wounds on her body, 
sev ere bruises on her head, four 
burned spots on her arms. Officers 
said her jugular v ein was sev ered 
and her face beaten almost beyond 
recognition. 
Detectiv e Chief Wayne Harbolt 
called the killing “ The work of a 
sadist or a sex maniac.”

Urges SS 
Benefits 
Boosted 


It Would Giv e Ten 
Million More People 
*^Protection Against 
Fear of Destitution’ 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 14— 
President Eisenhower urged Con­ 
gress today to bost social secu­ 
rity benefits quickly for America’s 
older citizens and giv e 10 million 
more people protection from “ the 
fear. . . of destitution.” 
Eisenhower also asked that the 
amount of income taxed for pen­ 
sion purposes be raised from $3,600 
to $4,200, and that retired persons 
be allowed to earn more at part- 
time jobs without losing social se- ^ 
curity benefits. 
j 
Changing the tax base would 
mean that workers making more 
than .*fj3,600 would find uo to $12 
more a year in social security de­ 
ductions coming out of their pay 
checks. 
Their 
employers 
would 
hav e to match the amounts. 
In a special, 2,700-word message 
to the lawmakers, the President 
propo.scd 
increases 
in 
both the 
lowest '*\.'d highest amounts paid 
to retirc*d persons or their surv i­ 
v ors. He left it to Secretary of 
W elfare Hobby to fill in details for 
congressional committees later on. 
But Chairman Daniel A. Reed 
(R -N Y ) of the House Ways and 
Means Committee beat Mrs. Hob­ 
by to it. 
Minimum payments for retired 
indiv iduals now are $25 a month, 
the maximum benefits $85 and the 
av erage around $50. For the social 
security system to “ fulfill its pur­ 
pose of helping to combat desti­ 
tution,” Eisenhower said, “ these 
benefits are too low.” 
Reed said the plan is to prov ide 
increases ranging from $5 a month 
at the lowest lev el to $13.50 at the 
top for those now' getting pensions. 
For persons retiring after the pro­ 
jected broadening of the tax base, 
the maximum could rise to $108.50 
—$23.50 ov er the present ceiling, 
A wife gets half as much pension 
as her retired husband, so she 
would get a proportionate boost. 
So would widov /s and surv iv ing 
children. The maximum benefits 
for a fam ily could go up from 
$168.75 to $19 0 a month. 
Reed introduced two separate 
bills to carry out the Ei.senhow'er

posals. Key members predicted at 
least some of them are sure to 
become law, perhaps not exactly 
the way Eisenhower w’ants them 
but generally in line with his rec- 
ommer't’ations. 
Some 70 million indiv iduals and 
their families are in the Old Age 
and Surv iv ors Insurance system 
now. Shortly before Congress ad­ 
journed last summer, Eisenhower 
asked that another 10 million per­ 
sons be brought in. He repeated 
that recommendation today. 
The 10 million would include 
.self-employed farmers, more farm 
and dome.stic workers, self-em ­ 
ployed professional people such as 
doctors, dentists, architects, law-1 
yers and accountants, cleargymen 
and member of state and (local 
pension plans if they want to come 
in, and sev eral other small groups. 
Thus cov erage would be spread 
ov er almost the entire working 
population of the nation. Gov ern­ 
ment employes, who hav e their 
owm retirement system, would be 
the largest single group on the 
outside.

But the right to tap telephone 
and telegraph lines was not ex ­ 
tended to crimes like murder, bank 
robbery and so on because the 
committee decided that would be 
too great an incursion on freedom 
of speech and might lead to fears 
of a “ police state.” 
Only a judge of the state Su­ 
preme Court or of the St. Louis, 
Kansas City or Springfield appel­ 
late courts could issue an order 
permitting the tapping of a spe­ 
cific telephone or telegraph line. 
And the only law enforcem ent 
officials eligible to get such an or­ 
der would be a county prosecuting 
attorney, the St. Louis circuit at­ 
torney, a county sheriff or the 
chief of police in cities ov er 70,000 
population. 
If anyone else tapped a wire 
without a court order, he could be 
imprisoned from one to fiv e years 
and fined $1,000 or both. 
He also 
would hav e to forfeit $1,000 to the 
person whose line was tapped. And 
he would be liable to civ il suit for 
additional damages.

The winter skies provide the stai> 
^ 'z e r with Constellations which are 
perhaps the most beautiful andMn- 
teresting to be ' observed at $ny 
season. New star 
groups 
which 
have come into \iew during ihe 
early 
evening 
hours 
include 
Taurus, 
The 
Pleiades. 
Orion, 
Lepus, 
Canis 
Major, 
Monocejos 
and Eridanus. Of course, some of 
the groups which have been dis­ 
c us s ^ in previous articles are still 
visible, but have moved w'estw« ard 
due to the E arth’s motion in , its 
orbit. Some of the constellations 
still visible include 
Ce^ns, Pisces, 
Pegasus, (?ygnus, Gemi.ii, Perseus 
and of 
course 
the 
circumpolar 
groups which are always visible at 
some 
hour 
during 
each 
night. 
Auriga. Perseus, Cassiopeia 
and 
Camelopardalis are now above the 
Pole Star while the Little Dipper 
hangs below it and the Big D ip^ r 
and Draco are close to the northern 
horizon. 
The most beautiful of all the con­ 
stellations in the heavens is per­ 
haps that of Orion the Mighty 
Hunter and can be 
seen 
rising 
shortly after sunset due east. This 
large constellation is outlined by 
four bright stars which forms, an 
irregular rectangle 
within 
which 
! are three second magnitude stars 
making a straight line about 3 de­ 
grees long. These three stars rep­ 
resent Orion’s sword belt and be­ 
low them are a patch representing 
the sword sheath. These stars form­ 
ing the belt and sheath resemble a 
kite in outline and some folks think 
it is the outline of a little dipper. 
However, this is not 
The 
Little 
Dipper which is alw« ays close to the 
Pole Star. Within the sword rheath 
is a fuzzy patch as viewed by the 
naked eye, but with the telescope 
this object is a sight to behold, 
since it is actually a vast cloud of 
interstellar 
dust 
illuminated . by 
many of the stars which lie within 
it. These stars for the most part 
are not bright enough to be seen 
with the naked eye, but the tele­ 
scope with its greater light gather­ 
ing power shows them like npany 
diamonds 
embedded 
wdthin 
the 
nebulous cloud pf gas. Within this 
field of stars as viewed with the 
telescope are also dark patches of 
unilluminated 
gas 
all of w|iich 
makes one of the most interesting 
of celestial objects. Persons having 
a pair of good, binoculars will be 
richly rewarded in sweeping the 
field of Oriop since there are so 
many stars within the confines of 
the 
four 
stars 
forming 
the 
rectangle which are not visible to 
tbe naked eye. There are many 
legends about. Orion w'hich space 
does not allow me to tell here. 
Those wno are interested may wish 
to brush up on the mythology of 
this and other 
constellations, by 
checking out some of. the books on 
astronomy at the Se.ialia Piiblic 
Library. 
Below Orion is Lepus the Harp or 
Rabbit and to the east of these 
groups is the Great Dog or CLnis 
Major which contains ,the brilliant 
Sirius. Sirius is a deep blue .star

“In it,” the court said, “New 
Jersey alleged that in Colonial 
times New York had “wrongfully 
and forcibly possessed herself of 
the said island called .Staten Is­ 
land and the other small islands 
in the div iding w aters betw’een the 
two states’ and that New' Jersey 
was a ‘feoble colony, and under a 
proprietary gov ernm ent and could 
pose no effectual resistance to the 
encroachm ent of the state of Nev r 
York.’ ” 
In 1833, the two states agreed 
on a boundary line in the middle 
of the Hudson Riv er and New 
York bay. Bedloe’s Island w'as on 
the Jersey side of the boundary. 
But little New Jersey had no 
h eart for fu rth er bickering and 
agreed “the state of New York 
shall retain its present jurisdiction 
of and ov er Bedloe’s Island and 
Ellis Island.” 
Ergo, Justice Corcoran ruled: 
“The intention seems clearly ex­ 
pressed that New York should re ­ 
tain w hatev er interest it had in 
these islands prior to the agree­ 
ment.
